RUSSIAN REPLY 
TO WAYS NOTE 

t Will Accept Principle but 
with Reservations, 


Russia Feels That Because of Her 
Interests in Manchuria She Qin- 
not Unreservedly Meet 
Hay’s Wishes in Re- 
gard to China. 


St. Petersburg, February !7.—Russia’c 
reply to Secretary Hay’s note on China 
probably will be made in a few days. It 
will acquiesce in the principle, but with 
certain reservations, regarding Chinese 
administrative contro] over the region in 
Manchuria leased to Russia, or covered 
by the Chinese reservation in order to 
safe-guard existing Russian interests. 

When the note was first dispatched to 
the powers the authorities here were un- 
deniably. disposed to view it with suspi- 
cion, and therefore its reception by the 
other cabinet was awaited with keen in- 
terest. The Russian authorities have ob. 
tained the views of the European chan- 
cellors and have seen the friendly recep- 
tion given to the note even by Russia’s 
ally, the fear that it might contain a 
hidden pitfall for Russia began to disap- 
pear. The Russian authorities have now 
been acquainted with the replies of the 
remaining powers, including that of Ja- 
pan, and it has practically been decided 
to give adherence in principle. 

Russia explained that she was as anx- 
icus as the other powers to prevent dis- 
orders in China and to preserve its integ- 


rity, but that owing to. Russia's interests 


in Manchuria difficulties are presented. 
China must be protected and Russia will 
make a reservation on this point. She 
does not desire her position in this re- 
spect to be misunderstood hereafter and 
for this. reason her. words will be ex- 
plicit and not equivocal. 

Russia has not yet given permission for 
any military attaches to join the Rus- 
sian army in the field. Requests have 
een received from all the powers, in- 
cluding the United States, and it is un- 
derstood that Viceroy Alexieff, to whom 
the question was referred, would prefer 
that foreign attaches should not join in 
the Russian field operations until March, 
explaining that owing to the unexpected 
suddenness of the outbreak of hostilities, 
it is difficult to make prrangements for 
their comfortable accommodation, espe- 
cially during the severe weather, until 
that time. 


NEW CHWANG TREATY PORT 
SEIZED BY THE RUSSIANS. 

Tientsin, February 1!7.—Russia has 
seized the Chinese treaty port of New 
Chwang. Fifteen hundred infantry, the 
correspondent says, entered the native 
city with bands playing and banners 
flying. Panic and confusion srevails 
among the native population.

LONDON, Febfuary 17.—A bul-

RUSSIAN SHIPS ATTACKED 

IN A BLINDING STORM 

Tokio, February ‘!7.—A heavy storm 
spared -the Russians from a desperate 
torpedo attack at Part Arthur on the 
morning of Sunday, the (l4th instant. 
During the preceding night the Japanese 
flotilla of torpedo craft were parted by 
the force. of the wind and waves in a 
blinding. snow storm so that only two 
of the larger destroyers succéeded in 
forcing their way through the fierce cale 
to Port Arthur. 

When they arrived there they attacked 
separately and one of them is confident 
it succeeded in torpedoing a Russian 
warship. The destroyer. Asargiri, in 
charge of Lieutenant Commander Isha- 
kawa, arrived off Port Arthur about 3 
o'clock the same morning, and was met 
with a sharp fire from the -ortress and 
ships acting as scouts. The Asargari dis- 
charged severa] torpedoes at a big war- 
ship, but the result is.unknown, and 
fought the scouting vessels with guns 
until they withdrew. The destroyer Heya- 
tory, Lieutenant Commander  Taken- 
ouchi, arrived two hours after the As#- 
giri and ran up close to the mouth of 
the harbor, where she found two war- 
ships, names unknown. She fired a@ tor- 
pedo at one and the torpedo exploded. 
Ishikawa is certain he hit the ship, 

Admiral Togo, in reporting the attack, 
says although the results are unknown, 
he feels sure ‘the moral effect upon the 
enemy wil] be excellent. 

Commander Nagai commanded the en- 
tire torpedo flotilla. The number of the 
craft engaged and the point of their de- 
parture is concealed, the simple state- 
ment being made that they left their 
base of operations on January 30,

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GRAND ATTACK 
ON PORT ARTHUR

Planned by the ‘General Staff 
of the Mikado 


Transports Bearing Thousands of 
Troops to Points Where They 
Can Cooperate with the 
Navy Against the Gi- 
braltar of Orient. 


TOKIO, February 17.—Eight trans- 
ports with Japanese troops from Na- 
gasaki and several additional ves- 
sels carrying war munitions are on 
their way to the west coast of Korea. 

Detachments of Japanese cavalry 
have already landed at Wiju, on the 
Yalu rivit. 


Paris, February 1!7.—An official dis- 
patch :received here today from Toklo 
announces that one of the most important 
movements of Japanese troops yet made 
is occurring today. One of the main 
branches of the army, consisting of three 
divisions and including a division of 
guards, is now going on board transports. 
The previous landing of Japanese forces 
in Korea and elsewhere are said to have 
been small compared with this simulta- 
neous sailing of three divisions, aggre- 
gating approximately an army of 30,000 
to 50,000 men. 

The Japanese authorities, it is added. 
had taken every precaution to prevent 
information from going out concerning 
the ambarkation and the destination of 
this army. It is believed, but this is 
not sure, that the destination of 
this force is a point near the mouth of 
the Yalu river or a spot in the Liac- 
Tung peninsula flanking Port Arthur. 

Another official dispatch says a Japa- 
nese transport has been sighted off a 


town south of the mouth of the Yalu.

JAPANESE LANDING TROOPS 
ON A TREMENDOUS SCALE 

Berlin, February !7.—The admiralty 
here has received confirmation of the 
reports that Japanese landing operations 
on a vast scale are taking place on both 
sides of Korea's northern coast, and it is 
assumed by the German authorities that 
Japan will be ready by early spring for 
a forward movement supported by prop- 
erly equipped bases. Possibly 250,000 
men (according to the estimates made at 
the German admiralty) will be effective 
before a collision takes place with the 
Russians in force. 

Expert naval opinion in Berlin justifies 
the Japanese in landing before the Rus- 
sian fleet is destroyed, as to wait until! 
that is accomplished might mean a delay 
in the land operations for months conse- 
quent on the strengthening of Russia's 
forces. The expectation expressed by a 
technical newspaper which reviews the 
situation is that Japan probably will, in 
the beginning, have considerable land 
success through hard fighting. What 
may happen after the early period of land 
operations no technical author pretends 
to predict in writing, though it is doubt- 
ed if the Siberian railroad will be at all 
adequate to reinforce and supply the Rus- 


isian army.

LONDON, February 17.—Dispatch- 
es from the Far East today indicate 
that Japan is preparing to make a 
determined attempt to capture Port 
Arthur, the stronghold of the Rus- 
sians. 

Tokio advices state that numer- 
ous transports, heavily laden with 
troops and munitions, are on the sea, 
and it is believed that these trans- 
ports will land at places where the 
Japanese army can cooperate with 
the navy in an attempt to reduce 
Port Arthur. 

Tokio advices report that Japanese 
troops are at Wiju, on the Yalu 
river. Wiju is not a great ways 
from Port Arthur. 

British military experts believe 
that the Japanese plan of campaign 
contemplates the immediate invest- 
ment and capture of Port Arthur. 
On this theory they explain the con- 


\ tinued attacks which the Japanese 


fleet is making on the port. 

The capture of Port Arthur would 
enormously increase the prestige of 
the Japanese and give them a forti- 
fied base from which'‘they could op- 
erate effectively against. the. Russian 
line of communications in Manchuria.

CITY PHYSICIAN 
BUTT OF JOKE 


Big Sensation Caused 
Augusta by Pure 
Fake, . 


Augusta, Ga., February !7.—(Special.)— 
Dr. A. C. Wade, city physican, is bes 
ing jollied a good deal by Lis friends 
about a sensation he created in police 
circles over an imaginary case of mur- 
derous assault on an imaginary young 
woman in the tenderloin district by an 
imaginary high roller from Aiken, 8. C. 

The salient points of the story were 
published in The Constitution. How a 
young fellow had come over from Aiken 
to make a night of it, and fn a gate 
of intoxication had disemboweled a young 
woman by @ murderous slash with a ra- 
zor, and then had paid about $500 to 
keep the affair hushed up. 

The young woman’s condition had be- 
come so serious that the doctor in charge 
had Leen obliged to consult with another, 
and the latter had reported the case. 

It is true that this story was told to the 
police by City Physician Wade, and he 
told it in all.seriousness, but he, him- 
self, had been imposed on by several 
young doctors who made up the story out 
of the whole cloth as a joke on Dr. Wade, 
never dreaming that he would go to the 
police with it. 

According to these young doctors the 
city physician tells a good Story him- 
self, and frequently relates exciting ex- 
periences in his practice when they meet 
in a drug store where some of the young 
physicians occasionally congregate. They 
determined to tell Dr. Wade a htir-rais- 
ing story and made up one about a young 
woman being dangerously cut by a 
drunken man in a bagnio. They said Dr. 
Brooks had the case, and while they were 
telling Dr. Wade about it Dr. Brooks 
came in. They gave him the wink and 
asked how “that young woman who was 
80 badly cat is getting on?’ 

He saw it was a joke, and humored it, 
and the story was built up piece by piece 
as the conversation progressed, 

Dr, Wade was completely sold, and con- 
siderably excited over the story, consid- 
ered it his duty to acquaint the police 
with the crime that was being con- 
cealed, 

Chairman John J. Cohen, of the police 
commission, took the matter in hand and 
thoroughly investigated it, and says prac- 
tical jokes will not be allowed to inter- 
fere with the police. Two city detectives 
and several police officers spent hours 
running down the canard. Chairman 
Cohen says: 

“I know of no law against practical 
jokes. But a practical foke og a citizen 
and a practical joke on a city depart- 
ment, especially on the police depart- 
ment, are different things. 

“A police officer is charged to give 
careful attention and rigid investigation 
to statements of reputable citizens. If 
practical jokers were to have full swing 
at the department, the department would 
be quickly impaired. 

“Law? Certainly there ig law, I say 
for the commission that it will take care 
to find proper Jaw in the event thet 
practical] jokers turn their attention to 
the police department.”’

The attempted sutcide of C. H. Trout- 
man, cashier of the Merchants and Farm- 
ets’ bank, of Milledgeville, was the sub- 
ject of no little discussion at the capitol 
yesterday, because Troutman was treas- 
urer for the trustees of the state sani- 
tarium. 

Governor Terrell received information 
from Milledgpville yesterday by tefe- 
phone regarding the affair and. to the ef- 
fect that Troutman’'s shortage was be- 
tween $20,000 and $23,000. Even if the 
entire shortage is from the state’s funds, 
therefore the state is fully protected since 
Troutman was under bond as treasurer 
for the state sanitarium to the amount of 
$40,000. 


Several Without Salary. 

Troutman was elected treasurer by the 
Old board of trustees a year or more 
ago, because he agreed to act without 
salarm It seems to have been the cus 
tom of the trustees to let the job to the 
best bidder among the bank cishiers in 
Milledgeville, and in this case the Mer- 
chants and Farmers’ bank agreed to pay 
for Troutman’s bond and to have him 
act without salary in order to get the de- 
posit. The bond is made by the Ameri- 
can Bonding Company, one of the surety 
companies, and the bank simply pays 
the premium on it. 

Troutman’s shortage and attempted 
suicide caused much surprise at the capi-

SCHOOLS AFTER 
NEW LIBRARIES 


Nearly One Thousand Already 
Established in North Carolina, 


Tarboro Woman Catches Man Who 
Was Attempting To Smuggle 
Game Out of State—Fight 
for Daniels—Farmers 
Are Hopeful. 


Raleigh, N. C., February 17.—(Special.) 
One of the movements in this state is 
that for free libraries at rural public 
schools, and the number of these estab 
lished is climbing up toward the 1,000 
mark. This movement was inaugurated 
three years ago and interest is unabated. 
One county has already such a library 
at every public school, and another has 
thirty Ubraries, there being seventy 
echools, and the superintendent informed 
the state board of education that by the 
end of this year he will have libraries 
at all. : 

Fight for Daniel’s Life. 

In the supreme court, counse] for Al- 
fred Daniels, who, last September, in 
Jones county, murdered the venerable 
father of Senator Simons, made a motion 
for a writ of certiorari, on the ground 
that the record of the case as sent up 
from Jones county !s incomplete. Dan- 
ftels’ attorneys are making a hard fight 
to save him from the gallows, to whicn 
he is condemned. The evidence of his 
guilt is overwhelming. But for the per- 
eonal efforts of Senator Simmons, he 
would have been lynched immediately 
upon his capture. 


Nipped Pot Hunter’s Game. 

At Tarboro, a woman who is in charge 
of the express office, and who is much 
Interested in the enforcement of the 
Audubon game law, which prohibits the 
shipment of partridgés and certain other 
game out of the state, detected a Balti- 
more sportsman who was attempting to 
send away a number of partridges, which 
he had wrapped up in old clothing, get- 
, ting a receipt for the package as such. 
The lady sent for a well-trained pointer 
dog, and the latter promptly detected the 
birds, which were thereupon seized. The 
game warden at Greensboro uses a dog 
entirely in the detection of birds which 
it is thus attempted to ship. 


Oppose the Jug Law. 

The chairman of the North Carolina 
Anti-Saloon League has letters from sev- 
en of the North Carolina members of 
congress stating that they are in favor of 
the Depburn-Doliver bill, which is known 
as the anti-jug law. Three other’ con- 


gressmen from this state Intimate that 
they will also support this bill. 7 
Real Estate Men Meet. 

At Greensboro, the real estate dealers 
of North Carolina are holding a meet- 
ing, which is along a new line. It is 
in the interest of immigration to North 
Carolina. It has been declared by many 
persons that white labor from other coun- 
tries and from other parts of this coun- 
try will not come here on account of 
the presence of negroes, but the real 
estate men believe that land buyers and 
laborers also can be induced to. come, 
and propose to mak a great effort. 


Fire Bug Is Convicted. 

The insurance commissioner is notified 
of the conviction of amother firebug, 
Charles A. Setzer, a white man, in Ca- 
tawba county. He is committed to the 
criminal insane department of the pén- 
itentiary here on the condition that if 
his mind is restored he will be tried for 
the capital offense of arson. He con- 
fessed the crime, saying that he burned 
the store and dwelling of G. D. Wilker- 
son in order to get clear of the latter 
as a competitor in business, Setzer hav- 
ing been a genera] merchant. On the 
trial he entered the plea of insanity. 


Engineer Is Held Up. 

Locomotive Engineer Duncan, of the 
Atlantic and North Carolina railway, re- 
ported to the Goldsboro police that he 
had been held up at night there, on the 
principal street, and robber, near the 
city hall. Detectives have investigated 
the case and find that Duncan's story is 
false; that he and an ex-convict were to- 
gether that night, and that the ex-con- 
vict took the watch and other valuables, 
but returned them, Duncan saying that 
he would not be a witness against him. 


Want Military Training. 

Adjutant General Royster, who arrived 
here today, laid before the governor the 
application of ten officers of the national 
guard of this state for a course of in- 
struction at the United States military 
service school. Of the officers thus ap- 
plying, three are from the First regi- 
ment, three from the Second and four 
from the Third. The government m:h 
an allowance for expenses while at suc 
schools. The recommendation of the gov- 
ernor dispenses with an examination, but, 
of course, omy young officers of ability 
and zeal will get his recommendation. 
The course begins September |.

INSURGENTS ARE ROUTED

Puerto Plata, San Domingo, Febdruery 
I7.-A savage attack on the city of San- 
tiago- has rasulted in the complete route 
of the rebels by the government forces. 
Many were killed and wounded on both 
sides. 

For sOme time an attack has been ex- 
pected. On Tuesday the revolutionists 
entered the city unmolested, until they 
had reached the government house. Then 
the government forces opened fire. The 
rebels answered, and the battle raged 
for several hours.

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NEGRO FARMERS 
IN CONFERENCE 


Body Meeting at Tuskegee 
Promulgates Dec- 
laration, 


Tuskegee, Ala., February !7.—The huge 
chapel of the Tuskegee institute, seating 
2,400 persons, was filled to overflowing 
with negro farmers from North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Mis- 
sissippi, Louisiana and Alabama, when 
Booker T. Washington called the thir- 
teenth annual Tuskegee negro conference 
to order at 10 o'clock this morning. Many 
others representing all negto schools of 
the south and various philanthropic ef- 
forts for the upbuilding of the négro were 
also present, including Dr. Wallace But- 
trick, general educational] board; Dr. G, 
S Dickerman, southern educational 
board; Dr. C. F. Meserve, Shaw univer- 
sitv; Hammond Lamant, managing editor 
of The New York Evening Post; Dr. H. T. 
Johnson, Christian Recorder, Philadel- 
phia; President W. H. Crogman, Clark 
university, Atlanta; Professor E. H. Web- 
ster, Atlanta university; Dr. George Saie, 
Atlanta Baptist college; I. T. Montgom- 
ery, Mississipp!, and Bishop Isaac Lane, 
Tennessee. 

After a session lasting from !0 to 3 
o'clock, the following declarations were 
adopted embodying the thought of the 
conference: 

‘“! On this. the thirteenth annuai ses- 
sion of the Tuskegee negro conference, 
composed of representatives of tue masses 
of our people in nearly all the walks of 
life, from practically all the southern 
states, we would again declare our faith 
in the wisdom of unceasing efforts to se- 
cure homes and land, the exercise of 
thrift, keeping out of debt, getting rid of 
the one log cabin; building of good schoo} 


——— nn 
houses and churches: the extension of 
the schoo] term; the building of good pub. 
lie roads: the prompt and régular pay- 
ment of all taxes, especially the poll tax; 
and because 35 per cent of our people 
Iive by agriculture, we urge that every- 
thing be done to make agricultural life 
attractive 
Better Standard of Life. 

“2. In connection with thorough edu- 
cation of all the people, we urge a high 
standard of morality, Christian charac- 
ter, and a strict line between the good 
and the bad and that our teachers and 
ministers he required to maintain at all 
times the highest standard of life. 

“3. A careful observation of the condl- 
tion of the race in our local communf- 
ties convince us that there is abundant 
evidence that the moral condition of our 
people is improving, education increasing, 
and that there is no evidence that edu- 
cation fncreases crime. 

“4. Since the two races are to reside 
In the south, we urge that everything 
be done on both sides to promote hapr- 
mony and mutual confidence and we urges 
our white fellow citizens to do every- 
thing in their power to place a premium 
upon right conduct and high character 
among our people, and to the end that 
peace and phosperity may abide, we urge 
that our people be careful, to refrain from 
the committing of crime, ang further that 
when crime is committed or charged 
every individual shall be given a legal 
trial to the end that the Curse of lynch 
law, which lowers and blunts the moral 
sense and disturbs the material prosper- 
ity of both races, may forever cease to be 
practiced anywhere in our land.

How the Cow Jumped Over the Moon 

The New York MTribune prints a 
statement to the effect that an inven- 
tor in Washington has actually dis- 
covered what the late Frank R. 
Stockton, author of joyous whizasies, 
called negative gravity. Indeed, Mr. 
Stockton wrote a tale of which Neéga- 
tive Gravity was both the hero and 
heroine, and this tale is no doubt 
familiar to many of our readers. The 
discovery that is said to have been 
made by the Washington man will 
prove to be very useful as well as 
very dangerous, for should it come to 
be an every-day affair, and lend itself 
to the employments of the hour, the 
soberest and most solemn men would 
fall victims to the wags who stand on 
the street corners. 

So far as known, the experiments 
of the Washington inventor have 
been confined to his own “personal 
area.” He has taken his oe on the 
scales, and by the applicafion, or the 
production of ‘negative gravity, has 
been able to reduce his own weight 
to the extent of seven or eight 
pounds. But his experiments are at. 
tended by difficulties for at the con- 
Clusion of them he is overcome by 
extreme exhaustion, and he naturally 
feels that it will be safer to confine 
them to animals. 

Nevertheless, in the * course of 
events, it may be probable that some- 
thing useful as well as amusing may 
grow out of the efforts of the inven- 
tor to utilize his discovery. The time 
may come when even the humblest 
citizen will be able to lift himself by 
the seat of the trousers. When that 
time comes, the youngsters who are 


j now in doubt and ignorance will be 


able to explain how and why the dish 
ran away with the spoon. 

But’ we need not speak of levitation 
with too much levity. As philoso- 
phers know, time and space, instead 
of having a real existence, are merely 
phenomena of the human mind. The 
direction that is “up” in the morning, 
is “down” at night, and we have no 
true—that is to say, no real—concep- 
tion of the things that are most fa- 
miliar to us. Kant, whose centenary 
fell on the 12th of this month, con- 
tended that space and time exist only 
in the mind, and because they are 
necessary to that principle of logic on 
which the mind feeds as it grows in 
experience. 

Behind what we look upon as real, 
there are certain mysterious entities 
which, according to the Kantian phi- 
losophy, are very real. Thus gravita- 
tion, which seems to be a simple 
thing because it is so familiar, may 
have something mysterious kehind it, 
something that is quite beyond our 
conception as it is at present organ- 
ized. That is to say, gravitation may 
have its opposite, and as soon as it is 
discovered, we shall have to rear- 
range our ideas so as to give the new 
thing a place in our experience. 

The discovery of radium, as we 
have already pointed out, threatens 
to disorganize our conception of the 
conservation of energy, since all our 
experience is opposed to the idea that 
any form of matter is or can be ca- 
pable of giving out energy without 
appreciably losing any. The  dis- 
covery of nevative gravity by the 
Washington man may be a joke, or it 
may be a very wonderful contribu: 
tion to our knowledge and experi- 
ence; but it recalls memories of 
Frank Stockton, and that is enough 
to give it a suggestion of humor. 


As Between Russia and Japan. 

There is considerable controversy 
going on among the readers of the 
newspapers with respect to Japan 
and Russia, but most of the sym- 
pathy thus far expressed seems to 
flow in favor of Japan. 

There was a time, and that not so 
very long ago, when Russia, in most 
of her quarrels, had the sympathy of 
our people. At that time, if there 
had been a contest between Russia 
and Great Britain, a majority of our 
people would have been the well- 
wishers of Russia—the reason being, 
perhaps, that Russia has for long 
been friendly with the United States, 
while England's attitude has not al- 
ways been what we would have it. 

But in some way, and for some rea- 
son or other, there are today fewer 
Anglophobes among us than since 
the revolutionary war. In that re- 
spect, public opinion appears to have 
undergone ,a change. Then, too, we 
have come to have a closer view -of 
Russia; we are more familiar with 
her policy, having been witnesses of 
its gradual development in China, In 
spite of the fact that Japan is pagan, 
While Russia professes to be Chris- 
tian, the moral support of the chief 
Christian nations seems to lean to 
ward Japan. Naturally, this would 
not be so if the war was at hottom 
concerned with Christianity; but the 
greed of power and the necessities of 
commerce are thé promoters of the 
present conflict. 

There is a widespread view, not 
only in this country, but all over the 
Civilized world, that in this.war Japan 
represents twentieth century civiliza- 
tion and progress, while Russia 
Stands for mediaevalism and barbar- 
ism; that it is a contest between 
reckless disregard of human rights 
and a decent respect for such 
rights—we are quoting from one of 
the multitude of communications 
that are finding their way to the edi- 
tors of the daily papers. One of 
these writers says that after the 
Crimean war Russia began earnestly 
to make reforms, a semblance of 
freedom was granted to the press 
and liberal Russians began to breathe 
freely, and great things were accom- 
plished in a short time. “But the 
Russian beaurocracy, the foulest and 
most corrupt on the face of the 


| earth, beacme alarmed, and al) the 
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libertids were taken away, so that 


there is less freedom in Russia now | 


than there was fifty years ago.” 

Mr. Percival Lowell, the astrono- 
mer, an accomplished scholar, and a 
most conservative thinker, who has 
lived for many years in'‘the east and 
has had all the conditions that exist 
there under the closest observation, 
declares that Japan: is clearly in the 
right; that Japan is only obliging 
Russia to keep her word. “It is 
rather pitiable,” he says, “that the 
rest of the world has not the astute- 
ness to foresee that to back her up” 
is in the interest of every other na- 
tion. 

We have referred to these things to 
show that the moral sympathy of the 
people of ‘this country, right or 
wrong, is with Japan, rather than 
with Russia. The almost unanimous 
opinion of those who are familiar 
with the course of events in China is 
that Russia has not kept faith with 
the nations in respect to withdraw- 
ing from Manchuria. The whole 
civilized world is drawn more closely 
together ‘now than ever before. The 
people of every nation know every 
morning at breakfast what their 
neighbors in other nations have been 
doing the day before, and this knowl- 
edge is very far from benefiting 
those countries that fall te keep their 
pledges.

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Mr. Bryan’s Visit. 

Hon. William J. Bryan lectures to- 
night at the Broughton Tabernacle 
and he will no doubt be greeted by 
an audience which will be measured 
by the capacity of the house.

Mr. Bryan has _ delivered several 
public addresses in Atlanta and he 
has many friends here. He is an in- 
teresting talker and even those who 
do not agree with him listen with 
much pleasure to what he has to say. 

As twice the democratic nominee 
for president, and as a man who has 
for a long time ranked as a conspicu- 
ous party leader, Mr. Bryan’s utter. 
ances are of national import. 

Generally speaking Mr. Bryan has 
for the past several years had no 
more cordial friend and supporter 
than The Constitution has been. We 
may have differed, and we may still 
differ, on some points but no one 
understands better than The Consti- 
tution the strength of Mr. Bryan’s 
individuality, or the potence of his 
influence in the counsels of the party. 
That influence and power used for 
good—and it is inconceivable that it 
could be used for anything else—will 
do much towards harmonizing the 
differences which have existed in 
democratic ranks, and in enabling all 
patriotic democrats to get together 
on a platform which will not only not 
do violence to democratic tradition, 
but which will reaffirm such of the 
great and fundamental principles af 
the democratic faith as are recog- 
nized by all democrats as never 
changing tenets of democratic doc- 
trine. | 

Most conspicuous of such prin- 
ciples is that of tariff reform, honest 
and economic administration of the 
government and the protection of the 
rights of the masses against the en- 
croachment of favoritism. On that 
basis the democrats can this year get 
together for a fight which will result 
in victory. 
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Race Antipathy at the North. 

The negro question is always with. 
us, sometimes by proxy, and some- 
times in person. If the newspapers 
are not exploiting it, the orators and 
the occasional speakers are dealing 
with it;-and when these last have no 
banquets to attend, they turn their 
attention to the magazines, and 
therein present their views along the 
formal lines that mark contributions 
of a timely nature. 

The latest contributor to the im- 
mense accumulation of matter on 
this subject that has been presented 
to the public during the past forty 
years is Mr. John S. Wise, late of Vir- 
ginia. The occasion was the annual 
Lincoln day banquet at Grand 
Rapids, which is said to have been 
so successful that at least twenty-five 
hundred people sat down to table. 
The orators therefore had a very 
large audience, and as the wine had 
probably circulated by the time 
speeches were in order, each one~was 
sure of large volumes of applause, no 
matter what he said or how he said it, 

Mr. Wise, as our readers know, is 
a southern man who has become a 
republican. The change of politics 
has not affected him seriously, for he 
seems to have as many southern 
views as any of his former neighbors, 
and he can still speak with a fluency 
that seems to be the result of his boy- 
hood environments. As a republican, 
Mr. Wise felt justified in calling at- 
tention to some facts that have 
never had as large advertisement as 
tlfeir importance seemed to demand. 

He declared that under the surface 
of academic arguments about the 
equality of men, “it is just as impos- 
sible to convince a majority of white 
men of the north that laws, which 
lead logically to negro supremacy in 
any state, are right, as to convince a 
majority of southern whites that 
such laws are just,” Mr Wise went 
on to say, speaking, of course, as 
a republican, that the leaders of his 
party at the north “do not fear 
southern rgce prejudices; it is north- 
ern race prejudices which disturb 
them.” 

The speaker did not go deeply into 
the subject; the occasion would hard- 
ly admit of it; but he could have told 
his audience that while there are race 
prejudices in the south and that they 
are entertained freely by both races, 
there is no race antipathy, such as ex- 


ists in the north. Race prejudices do 


but serve a natural end; they are not 
only harmless in themselves, but 
they prevent harm. They are not ac 


tive, but passive, and they carry with 


them a large toleration, the result of 
centuries of more or less familiar 
contact. 

But antipathy, such as is felt 
against the negro even by some of 
the best people of the north, is not 
only unnatural and unreasonable, but 
really harmful, for it shuts the negro 
out from many avenues and channels 
of business in which he could succeed. 
In the south, he has an opportunity to 
earn a living in any direction which in- 
dustry suggests to him. - He works side 
by side with white men in most trades 
and in many callings, and there is no 
channel from which he is shut out, 
and no opportunity that is closed to 
him, 


, 
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Wild and Reckless Speculation. 

The Wall Street Journal mentions as 
an interesting fact that since the be- 
ginning of the year the speculative 
transactions on the New Yerk ang 
New Orleans cotton exchanges have 
amounted to at least fifty millions of 
bales. Regarded from one point of 
view, this means that during a period 
of about thirty-five business days the 
entire cotton crop of the south has 
been sold five times over. , 

But there is another way of looking 
at these transactions, and it is a way 
that comes nearer to the truth. The 
speculators, finding that there was not 
eneugh actual cotton in the world to 
satisfy their appetites, invented addi- 
tional crops that had an existence no- 
where on earth save in their own 
minds. ‘Transferring the invented 
crop to paper, they offered it for sale, 
and the fictitious cotton found greedy 
buyers. In other words, they had 
nothing to show for the cotton they of- 
fered but pieces of paper, and this 
showing seems to have been entirely 
satisfactory to those who wanted to 
buy. 

The Wall street paper which fur- 
nishes the facts declares that while 
there have been extraordinary specu- 
lative records made in the New York 
stock exchange, there never has. been 
anything that quite equals this unpre- 
cedented speculation in cotton; and it 
adds that such speculation as this is 
not only unwholésome in its effect, 
but demoralizing; it is not merely spec- 
ulation, but over speculation. It went 
beyond all bounds of conservatism, 
and became entirely illegitimate. 

We suppose that the episode will be 
employed to point a moral, but it is 
difficult to see why over-speculation is 
more demoralizing to the individual 
than any amount of speculation based 
on fictitious values. Everybody en- 
gaged in the buying and selling of 
pieces of paper to which they gave 
the name of cotton knew perfectly 
well what he was doing. Those who 
bought, as well as those who sold, 
were well aware that the final result 
of buying and selling of cotton that 
had no existence would bring about 
such a reaction that entirely innocent 
interests would be more or less dam- 
aged. 

It is almost impossible for those 
who are blessed with conservatism to 
feel any sympathy for those who are 
financially hurt by reckless specula- 
tion, and if the result were confined 
to the participants, all would be well. 
But the legitimate interests of the 
country, and especially the interests 
of the south, are more or less dam- 
aged by it. The result of the chaotic 
conditions brought about by the reck- 
less speculation in fictitious cotton is 
to be seen in the recent price of spot 
cotton. The statistical position of the 
staple is stronger now than when the 
price stood at 151-2 cents, but specu- 
lation has brought confusion and un- 
certainty into the field, and, as usual, 
the interests of the south have to suf- 
fer. 

There is no way, however, to regu- 
late this sort of thing. The appetite 
for speculation knows no law, either 
human or divine, and there seems to 
be no remedy save that which specu- 
lation itself provides—namely, the 
wreck of those who are caught in the 
toils.

Bishop Candler on Panama. Case. 
Editor Constitution—The uncommonly 
able speech of Senator A. QO. Bacon, 
delivered in the senate of the United 
States on the 29th of January, pending 
the consideration of the Panama ques- 
tion, and our relations with the repub- 
lic of Colombia, deserves the careful 
Study of every thoughtful student of 
the great issue involved. Having fust

statements, and far-seeing statesman- 
ship. 

Senator Bacon favors the construc 
tion of the great inter-oceanic waterway, 
but he wishes the action of the United 
States to be above the slightest susp!- 
cion of dishonor, and he sees, what is 
very important that all should see, that 
our country must cultivate the friend- 
ship of all the governments in the west- 
ern world south of us. 

If men and nations were conscious of 
the fact that they are making history in 
taking certain steps, they would make 
more creditable history. But by im- 
patience and selfishness they are 
often betrayed into courses of conduct 
which pbecOme thereafter the source of 
perpetual shame and regret. Esau cuts 
a sorry figure in the history that shows 
him exchanging hs birthright for a bait 
of beans. Appetite and ambition are al- 
ways too near-sighted to see events in 
a true perspective. 

Now, it is a very easy thing to clamor 
for the canal. Since the days of the en- 
thusiastic Sir John Dalrymple, and be- 
fore, men have seen the value of an 
isthmian waterway between North and 
South America. Even Patterson, the 
dreamy organizer of the ill-fated Darien 
company, perceived the value of such an 
enterprise, and he was perhaps not ut- 
terly wild when he characterized it as 
“the door of the seas and the key of the 
unitverse.’”” So important did Sir John 
Dalrymple regard it he declared that, 
“Should the Americans obtain the ex- 
clusive possession of the gate to the 
oceans, all the trading nations of the 
earth will combine to wrest the passage 
of the isthmus from them.” 

These words of Sir John suggest the 
wisdom of our dealing in the most up- 
right manner with all parties in under- 
taking the construction of this mighti- 
est of human enterprises of a material 
sort. The way of honor ang the way of 
interest coincide in the matter. We can 
not afford to do wrong, and Senator 
Bacon's resolution and the speech he 
made upon it point us to the way of 
righteousness and eafety in the case. 

There is no disguising the fact that the 
rutions of Latin-American do not trust 
our government any too well. In talk- 
ing with intelligent citizens of Mexico 
I have found that they fear the ultimate 
purmposes of the United States with ref- 
erence to that great country. They re- 
call the war over Texas, and polnt out 
that Americans now have greater in- 
vestments in the Mexican republic than 
they held in Texas at that time. They 
remind you that Americans hold as much 
in Mexico as the English held itn South 
Africa, and ask, “Will not your govern- 
ment treat us as the English treated 
the Boers?” It would be worth much 
to allay those suspicions and remove that 
It is better to have the confi- 
dence and good-will of our neighbors 


| south of ans than to grab their land or 


exploit their reSources. We shall need 
their confidence and affection. Besides 
all this, our great government can not 
afford to do doubtful things. We have 
not the excuse of even a decent tempta- 
tion to extenuate the Sin of doing 
wrong towards Colombia. 

The Panama canal is better secured by 
fair means than foul? Why should we 
hesitate to submit so strong a case to 
the consideration of a just tribunal? 

Senator Bacon has shoWn himself a 
man of great force and wisdom in his 
effort. Whatever the history of the fu- 
ture may contain with reference to this 
chapter in our national life the part 
taken by our Georgia senator will be

Several days later A purchases a few 
more shares of stock in same company, 
obtaining same from another gshare- 
holder. Did A's interest cs stockholder, 
director, secretary and treasurer, become 
null and vold at the time he soldé his! 
stock, or was it necessary for him te re-. 
Sign before his interests ceased in the 
concern? i 

Also— 

A stockholder in a company owned 200 | 
shares of stock. He was a director, | 
secretary and treasurer. He sold all his’ 
stock November 16, 1903, but never re- 
signed his position in the directory. A 
few days later he buys a couple of shareg! 
of stock in same company. At a still later 
date the directors are called together in 
specia] session. One was absent. There 
are three directors in the company. At. 
this meeting of directors, a quorum pres- 
eni, the resignation of one director, the| 
absentee, was accepted and his vacancy 
wes filled te the two directors, wha| 
voted in another shareholder. Another 
director then resigned (not iae one who 
owned the 200 shares of stock), and his 
resignation was accepted. His vacancy 
was then filled. The Dy-laws of the 
company give the directors the right to 
fill vacancies in the directory. With one 
member absent when the meeting was 
called, and the other director having sold 
his 200 shares, but never resigned, not- 
withstanding that after selling aJl hts 
stock he later bought more stock, was 
this meeting legal?

If it was not necessary under 
the charter or by-laws of the corporation 
that the stock be transferred on the 
books of the company before the sale of 
the stock Is recognized by the company, 
then such transfer of the stock on the 
hooks of the company would not be. 
necessary to cause the vacancy, but the , 
director would cease having any author. ' 
ity as such on the actual transfer of his | 
stock. 

It has been held, however, that wher 
a director sells out hig stock, But con- 
tinues to act as such, the oorporation 
may be estopped to repudiate his acts, 
and he will be considerea a director dq@ 
facto, provided, of course, the corpora- 
tion allows him to continue to 6o act.

CITY'S RECORDS — 
BEING CLEANED 


Will 


Soon Be Moved Into 
the Fire Proof 
Vaults, 


The work of cleaning and assorting the 
old records of the munic!ipality began yes- 
terday morning. The work ts being done 
by Colonel Robert Schmidt, who hag 
been connected with the city government 
in the capacity of clerk fOr several years, 

He has now moved his Office into thé 
basement of the city hall buildfig, and 
during the entire day is in the old plunder 
recom where the records of ¢be mipnici- 
pality are covered with dust and grad- 
ually decaying because of disuse and lack 
of light and alr. 

Colonel Schmidt is nOw assorting and 
dusting the books. ‘These books tell the 
history of the various departments from 
the time they were created until about the 
veur 1890. They have been in the base- 
ment for yeara where they have been 
exposed to fire and injured by the lack 
of attention, 

Some of these boeks are worthless and 
need not be preserved, but the majority 
of them are very valuable and will be 
preserved, They will be moved by Colo- 
ne] Schmidt from the plunder room in the 
basement to the fire-proof vaults, where 
they will be entirely safe. 

After Colonel Schmidt has completed the 
work of cleaning and assorting the old 
books, he will similarly work upon the 
originals of the resolutions and ordinances 
adopted by council between the years 
1848 and 1/889, which are in a cabinet 
in the plunder room. These also he will 
remove to one of the fire-proof vaults 
after so arranging thcm that they can 
easily be found. 

Colonel Schmidt was directed by Mayor 
Hlowel] to commence work on the old rec- 
ords and he went to the basement for 
that purpose yesterday morning.

GROVER CLEVELAND MAKES - 
APPEAL TO THE DEMOCRATS 


= 


Former President Urges His “Rank gnd File Asso- 
ciates” To Unite for Success in Movember--Ar- 
raigns Philippine and Panama Policy. 


Philadelphia, February !7.—In an article 
written for this week’s Satruday Evening 
Post, former President Cleveland urges 
hig “rank and file associates’’ of the dem- 
- Ocratic party to unite and take advantage 
of the opportunities of next Novetnber, 

“I am one of those,”’ he writes, ‘who 
believe that there is an opportunity for 
democratic success in the coming prasi- 
dential election. 

“Though attachment to the party in 
which I am enlisted and an intense de- 
sire for its ascendancy make such a be- 
lief exceedingly welcome, they certainly 
do not create it. It is built upon an un- 
shaken and abiding trust in the patriot- 
ism and intelligence of my fellow-coun- 
trymen.”’ 

Mr. Cleveland's paper opens with a re- 
iteration of the declaration that he made 
three year ago on “Our fighting forces 
will respond listlessly and falteringly if 
sumomned to a third defeat ina 
strange cause, but if the rallying note 
of true democracy they will gather for 
battle with old-time democratic anthust- 
asm and courage.”’ 

Faith in Democratic Success. 

Referring to his faith in his democratic 
associates, he continues: 

“This trust will not permit me to over- 
look the meaning of the daily increasing 
unrest among our people, growing out of 
the startling and flippant abandonment 
by the party in power of our national 
traditions and maxims, its disregard wf 
our pational moral restraints, its incon- 
siderate tendency to set aside national 
good faith, its willingness to break away 
from safe and accustomed moorings, and 
its contemptuous neglect of omr national 
missions. Surely these conditions, to- 
ether with the broke pledges, and for- 
gotten promises of reform that vex the 
sight on every side, not only abundantly 
explain the popular distrust and fear 
prevailing @¢verywhere in the land, but 
suggest that in such a stress of political 
weather those of our fellow-citizens who 
thoughtfully and constantly love our free 
institutions will not be unmindful of 


such safety as may be offered them by a 
patriotic and conservative <omocracy.” 

He says: , 

“This is no time for cunning finesse, 
nor for the use of words that concéal 
intentions, or carry a double meaning. The 
democratic party has a message to send 
to its followers and to the masses of the 
American people. Let the message be 
expressed in language easy understood, 
unconfused by evasion and untouched by 
the taint of jugglery. Obsolete issues and 
questions no longer challenging popular 
interest should be manifully abandoned.”’ 

Mr. Cleveland urges tariff reform, 
pleads for economy in the expenditure of 
publie money and charges the opposition 
with having made promises and .broken 
them. ' 

Panama Coup. 

He arraigns the administration’s Phil- 
ippine policy and refers to the isthmian 
canal in these words: 

“The democratic, party has been con- 
sistent and unremitting in its advocacy 
of any interoceanic canal, and has with 


the liveliest satisfaction looked forward 


to the day when such highway of com- 
merce built under the auspices of our 
government would be contributed by 
America to the world’s progress and 
civilization. It is, mevertheless not with- 
in the mandates of the democratic creed 
that, even in consummating sd noble an 
enterprise as this, the territorial rights 
of.any other nation should be disregard- 
ed, or that our own national good faith 
should be subjected to real suspicion.” 

Mr. Cleveland concludes as follows. 

‘At such a time as this the democratic 
party cannot with honor undertake the 
battle of the people except under a lead- 
er that not only represents its best tradi- 
tions and purposes, but fully realizing 
what 1s meant by the tremendous issu¢s 
of the conflict; and his selection should 
not depend upon 80 small a consideration 
as the locality whence he comes. 

“The democratic opportunity is already 
in sight; but only In campaign waged in 
reliance on the people’s love of country 
and devotion and national morality, un- 
der the leadership that personifies their 
sentiments, would be found democracy’s 
hope.”’

EMINENT ASSEMBLAGE 
GATHERED IN SENATE 


Chaplain Hale Paid Notable Tribute 
to the Dead Man—All the Mem- 
bers of the Senate Were 


Visibly eres 


Weshington, February !7.—In the pres- 
enoe of the grief-stricken family, of many 
friends whose sorrow was scarcely less 
pronounced, of the senate and house of 
representatives, of dignitaries from all 
the other branches of gevernment, and 
of the chief official representatives of 
most of the foreign powers, the funeral 
of the late Senator Marcus A. Hanna 
occurred today in the senate chamber. 

Seldom has a more distinguished body 
of people been collected in Washington 
to do honor, either to the living or the 
dead. The floor of the chamber was 
filled with the representatives of the offi- 
cia} life of the national capitol, the gal- 
leries with people from alj the higher 
walks of society, including the families 
of officials and many persons of distinc- 
tion in the professional and _ business 
world. 

In the front rank of the eminent as- 
semblage gathered immediately about the 
bier of. the departed statesman sat the 
president. He was flanked by the mem- 
bers of his cabinet, all of whom had 
been closely affiliated with Senator Han- 
na by tiles of friendship and political as- 
sociation. Nearby were the chief justice 
and the associate justices of the supreme 
court of the United States, garbed in 
their black robes of office, which fitted 
well into the scene of sorrow. There were 
scarcely any absentees from among the 
members of ithe senate. All of them were 
visibly affected. The desk of their late 
colleague was heavily draped. 

Casket Borne to Senate. 

The religious ceremony was in the 
hands of Dr. Edward Everett Hale, chap- 
lain of the senate, giving it an official 
character, while preserving its solemaity 
and insuring its simple dignity. 

The ceremony did not begin until 12 
o’clock, the usual hour of opening the 
senate. The casket was borne into the 
chamber a few minutes before noqn and 
was placed immediately in front of the 
desk of the president pro tem. It was 
banked with floral tributes, including one 
Irom President Roosevelt. 

The caskett was borne into the chamber 
by a squad of capitol police, headed by 
Sergeant at Arms Rainsdell, of the sen- 
ate, and was immediately followed by the 
official committee, with Senator Foraker 
and General Grosvenor at Its head. Slow- 
ly the little procession moved down the 
main aisle of the chamber and the case 
ket was placed upon the catafalque. Sen- 
ator Frye, as president pro tem., stood 
in front of his chair as the body was 
borne to its resting place. All the people 
in the galleries rose as if with one im- 
pulse as the casket was borne to its 
place. The pallbearers hAd scarcely re- 
tired when the senate was called to order 


the fall of the gavel 
pro tem. Immediately afterward the 
house of representatives, with Speaker 
Cannon at its head, was announced, and 
the members of that body filed slowiy 
in, taking the seats previously assigned 
to them, the senators and visitors in the 
galleries rising. 


President Roosevelt Enters. 

Speaker Cannon took hig place at the 
left of President Pro Tem. Frye. 

Then came the ambassadors and min- 
isters from foreign countries, who were 
given seats next to the front row on the 
republican sidé om the chamber, and they 
were immediately followed by Admiral 
Dewey and Major General Gillespie, repre- 
senting the inavy and army. The chief 
justice and associate justices of the su- 
preme court were ushered into seats On 
the democratic side. President Roosevelt 
and members of his cabinet were then an- 
nounced and all present rose without 
waiting for the tap of the gavel. The 
presidenthal party was escorted by Colone!] 
Symonds and Commander Winslow in ful] 
uniform, The president and his cabinet 
occupied the front row of seats at the 
right of ‘the presiding -officer. 

Twenty minutgs later Mrs. Hanna, 
leaning upon the arm of her son, Dan R. 
Hanna, entered the chamber and took a 
seat in the front row on the left side of 
the presiding officer. She was followed 
by her daughters:and their husbands and 
other members of the family and immedi- 
ate friends, all of whom were given seats 
in the immediate vicinity of the casket. 
Every one present rose as the family en- 
tered and remained standing until they 


then addressed/the senate, saying: 

“Senators: You have solemnly and 
lovingly devoted this day to an observan e 
of a proper funeral ceremony over Marft- 
cus A. Hanna, late a distinguished mem- 
ber of this body, and all business will be 
suspended to that end.’’ 

Chaplain Couden, of the house, 
offered an invocation. 

Dr. Hale’s Address. 

Immediately afterwards Dr. Hale de- 
livered his funeral address. He wore his 
clerical robe and his manner was digni- 
fied and solemn. He did not use his notes 
in speaking, but never halted for a word, 
and although a man of over eighty years 
of age, his voice penetrated every cor- 
ner of the hall.

They had to imagine, therefore, a cun- 
ning intrigue, a man who accounted for 
his success\as you migitt account for a 
boy’s success in a game of marbles. But 
the analysis of character did not prove 
true. You might as weil compare the 
stilted adjectives and substantiatives of 
a schogl boy's theme against the pas- 
Sionate songs of Burns or of Tennyson. 

‘Flere was no contriver, no schemer, no 
mére inventor, least of all was here any 
copyist. Here was a whole-souled child 
of God, who believed in success and who 
Mknéew how to succeed by using the in- 
finite powers. He knew that faith and

There was a crush about the senate 
door to see the remains, but no one was 
admitted, and they were left in the closed 
chamber surrounded by the floral offer- 
ings and under a guard of capitol police. 
At 5:o’clock they were taken to the 
Pennsylvania station, escorted by the 
two committees of congress. The funeral 
train left for Cleveland at 6 o'clock,

rior, Cornelius N. Bliss, General Jonn 
J. McCook, president of the Ohio secie- 
ty; J. Pierpont Morgan, James J. Hill 
and Clement A. Griscom, president of 
the International Navigation Company. 
Mr. Morgan, Mr. Hill and Mr. Griscom 
arrived in Washington, this morning in a 
private car over the Pennsylvania rail- 
road. 

President Roosevelt called on Mrs. 
Hanna at 4 o’clock this afternoon to pay 
his respects, and to offer his condolence. 
He remained in the family apartments 
of the Arlington for nearly an hour con- 
versing with Mrs., Hanna and other mem- 
bers of the famil¥Y. While there he was 
shown the casts of the death mask made 
of Senator Hanna by VU. S. J. Dunbar, 
the sculptor. ‘He agreed with the mem- 
bers of the Hanna family that the like- 
ness was notably one.

NICK 1S SLATED 
FOR HANNA TOCA 


Believed Congressman Will Be 
Chosen Without Fight 


It Is Stated That Hanna Long Ago, 
Fearing Death, Arranged for 
Dick To Be Named as His 
Successor by Legisla- 
ture. 


Columbus, Ohio, February |7.—Theére ls 
a growing feeling here that the question 
of a successor to United States Senator 
Hanna will not precipitate such a fight 
as had been expected. It is now believed 
that when the time comes for the ballot- 
ing Cungresaman Charles Dick will prove 
to be the man. 

The republicans are expected to caucus 
a week from the coming Saturday night, 
and it is believed that they will decide to 
elect a senator for both the long and the 
short terms, despite the fact that their 
right to elect for the long term at thie 
time is questioned. 

A leader high in the republican party 
today told an interesting story which 
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makes it reaSonable to believe that Dick 
will be the man chosen as senator. The 
gentleman said that a week before the 
last republican state convention was held 
In Columbus a conference occurred be- 
tween Hanna, Herrick and Dick. Sena- 
tor Hanna at that time had misgivings 
as tb the time he had to live and said to 
Herrick and Dick that he expected them 
to take up his work. There was a dis- 
tinct understanding that Herrick should 
not voluntarily relinquish the governors 
chair, as that would throw the office into 
the hands of the Foraker element of the 
party by making Lieutenant Governor 
Warren B. Harding governor. There 
were certain agreements to be carried 
out and a change in the governor’s office 
would violate these promises. 

For this reason it is believed that 
Governor Herrick will not entertain for 
an instance the idea of going to the sen- 
ate and the Hanna followers, including 
Herrick himself, must support Dick for 
the senatorship. While many names are 
being mentioned, all are mere specula- 
tion, and those who give the Situation 
serious consideration are growing firmer 
in the belief that Dick will be the man. 


MUST RETURN PRESENTS. 


Miss Wilson’s Guardian Finds Her 
Estate Worth $10,000 or 
$12,000. 

Miss Adelaide Wilson, daughter of 
Prof. A. N. Wilson, and a well-known 
Atlantan, who was edjudged insane 
ahout a year ago, and believed to be with 
little or no property, has lately been 
found to be the possesSor of an estate 
valued at $10,000 or $12,000. This state 
of affairs has been brought about 
through the efforts of Attorney J. W. 
Preston, who was appointed her guardi- 

an, 

At the time Attorney Preston first 
looked into the affairs of his ward, he 
found that her assets amounted to a 
half interest In a property worth some 
$500. In looking after her interests he 
found himself at a great disadvantage, 
in that she had in her possession neither 
deeds nor papers of any kind. For this 
reason he was obliged to go to the tag 
digest of each county in g@he state to 
check up her rightful property. In this 
way he learned that much of the real 
estate that belonged to his ward 
been claimed by squatters, and some 
e0ld for taxes. In mary instances she 
had given away valuable lots of land in 
Atlanta to people living in the north. 
These lots Miss Wilson gave away 4s 
presents, and Mr. Preston has had to 
bring about eighteen different actions in 
law for the recovery of this property. 
As a result he hopes 
equivalent forefthe properties disbursed 
in this way to the amount of $10,000 or 
$12,000. 

Attorney Preston has already taken 
the proper measures at law to have the 
deeds of gift made by his ward can- 
celled on the ground that she was “non 
compus mentis,’’ and could not legally 
execute papers that would bind her es- 
tate. From a @mancial point of 
Miss Wilson's confinement and placing 
of her affairs in the hands of a compe- 
tent guardian has been of the greatest 
advantage to her.

Errors in State Maps. 

State School Commisstoner W. B. Mer- 
ritt has discovered a nmmistake in the 
map of Georgia. This mistake has been 
made in every map of the state recent- 
ly published. As a matter of fact there 
is not a map in existence, so far as is 
known, which is without this error. The 
discovery of the mistake came about as 
the result of a question @s to whether 
a certain school house was located in Ma- 
con or Dooly county.

The Grand. 

Richard Mansfield in *“‘Old Heidelberg”’ 
was the attraction at the Grand last 
evening and there is no discounting the 
fact that judged from the view-point of | 
an artistic production it was one of the 
very foremost events of the season, Cer- 
tainly it was a privilege to see the | 
stage filled with rollicking students, | 
courtiers or whatever the scene happen- 
ed to call for, One generally sees a lot 
of awkward supers at such a time with 
ill-fitting costumes playing parts with | 
about as much character as a box of 
wooden soldiers. n this respect the per- | 
formance last night wag a delightSul va- | 
riation from al, that sort of thing. The | 
Students were real students and there 
were many of them representing the dif- | 
ferent student corps of “‘Saxonia,”’ “‘Van- 
dalia’’ and the rest, and they wore their 
uniforms and sabre scarfs and sang their | 
drinking songg until it seemed quite pos- | 
sible to hear the ‘‘muttersprahe” rising 
above the English lines. 

But there were times when it seemed 
as though action and interest were sac- 
rificed for the sake of artistic effects. 
There was life ang movement while Karl | 
Heinrich was at Heidelberg and the pace | 
of living a month to the minute. Perhaps | 
this was why the contrast seemed s0 | 
great later, course this contrast was | 
exactly the effect sought and that it; 
was artistic in every way cannot he 
gainsaid, But there are many of us who | 
prefer to be satisfied rather fhan artis- | 
tic. If there had been some great morale | 
taught by the production or if there had | 
been some underlying motif for the 
teaching of a lesSon, that would have 
been something, the kind of thing the 
“problem” play uses for its excuse. But 
“Old Heidelberg” teaches nothing more 
pertinent to most of us than that a 
prince may have a very dismal time of 
it notwithstanding the fact that he has 
a throne waiting for him. As princes are 
not overly numerous in this country very 
few of us need the “‘prince problem” ulay 
to keep us from coveting any dusty old 
throne. 

As everyone remembers, In most of his 
Plays Mr. Mansfield generally dies, and 
we were at least allowed to go home with 
the thoughts of the leading character 
reaping his reward in heaven. But last 
night it was different. It all ended with 
the worst kind of disappointement on 
the stage side of the footlights so cleverly 
portrayed that it was meant to carry 
alj the way to the last row in the top 
gallery. It did. Karl Heinrich did not 
die and go to heaven. We simply left 
him saying goodby to the only girl he 
ever loved, which left him, and the girl 
as well, in a very different sort of a 
place, to all appearances, with the last 
chorus of the students ringing like a fu- 
neral dirge of the good times that were 
past for the parting incidental music. 
That in itself was enough to cast a gloom 
over all of the semi-attached half of the 
house, and as he had to get married any- 
way, this same cloud of sorrow seemed to 
overshgdow the other half; and everyone 
fe't the bitterness of fate. 

But whatever objections may be made 
along these lines. the production as a 
work of art must be given the position of 
honor ‘on the line of this seasons theat- 
rical salon. 

Yet whatever may be said about the 
play as portraying a lesson of disap- 
pointment, there were many opportunities 
for acting that were improved magnifi- 
cently by all of the nowers of that re- 
markable artistic temperament which Mr. 
Mansfield possesses naturally and has de- 
veloped to a degree that leaves him in a 
class hanpily lonesome for him. so far as 
competition {is concerned His soliliquyv 
in the prince’s cabinet when for a few 
moments he allowed himself to go back 
and live again in the much-loved past 
with the dear old doctor in the happy 
student days, was a burst of genius that 
carried everyone with him. And all the 
way through there were those little artis- 
tic asides, such as the packing up of his 
Student cap and corps badge, that make 
of the play world a temporary world of 
reality. His return to the old haunts 
to find the people so terribly changed was | 
just the kind of transformation which 
has been impressed on each and every 
one of us when we have tried to relieve 
some particularly happy page in the book 
of memories. Nothing could be more 
convincing in the way of teaching the 
fact that it is impossible to relive the 
past than the way Mr. Mansfield pre- 
sented it in his every action, as well as 
his every word. 

As for Mr. Mansfied, he was Mr. Mans- 
field, and in this connection he needs 
no further enconium of praise. And shar. 
ing in the honors of the evening were 
A. G. Ané€rews, as the old tutor.. and 
Miss Irene Prahar, as Kathie. The lov- 
ably, human old doctor died and we all 
missed him afterward, almost as much as 
did Prince Karl. Miss Prahar was pre- 
cisely all that the part called for and 
it was a difficult part. It would be em!- 
nently unjust not to mention the clever 
work of Ernest CC. Warde in passing. 
From an artistic int of view, certainly 
most of us wil] date time in the future 
from Mansfield night, so far as al] things 
theatrical at the Grand are concerned.

MEETING HERE 


Anti-Trust Manufacturers Are 
Discussing Important Busi- 
ness Matters. 


The second annual convention of the 
| Biscuit and Cracker Manufacturers As- 
-gociation of the United States was call- 
‘ed to order yesterday morning at 10 
,o’clock in the hall of the Piedmont ho- 
tel, with President H. B. Grubbs, of 
St. Louis, in the chair, There were about 
Sixty members present and more came 
in last night on the late trains. This 
morning it is expected that there will 
be the fullest attendanae that there has 
ever been at any of the meetings. 

The day was spent yesterday in discuss- 
ing matters of vital interest to the crack- 
er manufacturers, including the most 
modern methods of packing and shipping 
the products of their establishments, the 
latest improvements in baking and pre- 
paring the substances for the ovens, and 
other points that are relaited to these. 

Several speeches were made by mem- 
bers that were received with hearty ap- 
plause. President Grubbs made a short 
talk on the objects and aims of the as- 
Bociation, outlining some of their plans 
for *he future. °- 

The Biscuit and Cracker Manufacturers’ 
Assoclation was organized two and one- 
half years ago. and is composed of bakers 
who are not in the trust. At the time 
the National Biscuit Manufacturing Com- 
pany was organized there were only about 
thirty bakers of first-class standing left 
out of the combine. These men got to- 
gether and formed an association of their 
own, not for the purpose of controlling 
the price of their products, but to pro- 
fect themselves and to better trade con- 
‘ditions generally, and today there are 160 
members of the association and their af-

John B. Gordon Camp in 
Resolutions. 


The Savannah Sons of Veterans are 
planning to do battle with the Atlanta 
iGone of Veterans before the national 
Organization at its next convention. 

The Savannah sOns assert that among 
‘the ranks of the Atlanta sons are cer- 
;tain spurious ones; that is, persons whose 
fathers may not have fought for the 
‘confederacy, either in the army or navy. 
iThe Atlanta 60ns, say the Savannah 
sons, have been too lax in investigations 
of the eligibility of certain persons ad- 
mitted to membership among them. 

The dispatches from Savannah in which 
‘the news was conveyed state that there 
As considerable feeling in the matter on 
‘the part of the Savannah sons, and the 
prospects are that a controversy is immi- 
nent. 

The Francis S. Bartow camp, Sons of 
Veterans, at a meeting last night, dis-

cussed the alleged shortcomings of the 
John B. Gordon camp, of Atlanta, and 
adopted resolutions denouncing the al- 
leged goats in the fold of the Atlanta 
sons. 

Just what the Savannah camp bases 
its action upon in thus assailing the pur- 
fty of the Atlanta camp is not stated, 
but it seems evident that the foriter is 
considerably stirred up over the matter. 
An attempt was made last night to com- 
municate with Willdam F. Parkhurst, 
commander of the Georgia Sons of Vet- 
erans, but he could not be seen. It is 
practically certain, however, that the 
John B. Gordon camp will repudiate the 
‘insinuations of their Savannah broth- 
ers 

The following telegram relating to the 
action of the Savannah camp was re- 
ceived at The Constitution office last 
night: 

Savannah, Ga., February 17.—(Special.) 
The Atlanta camp of Sons of Confederate 
Veterans was_ severely criticised at the 
meeting of the Francis S. -Bartow camp 
of Sons of Veterans tonight. It was as- 
serted that the Atlanta camp, among oth- 
ers, had been taking in members without 
proper and definite proof of their being 
Sons of confederate veterans, men who 
had fought fn elther the confederate army 
or navy.

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BURGLAR SHOT 
BY ALEXANDER 


Julius Stern, a Negro, Re- 
ceives Load of Bird- 
shot. 


Guy Alexander, a young White man oz 
86 North Forsyth street, corner of 
James, a clerk in the employ of the 
Bouthern Express Company, shot and 
desperately wounded a negro burglar at 
his home last night about 6 o'clock. 

The burglar, who gave his name as 
Julius Shern, was shot with a shotgun 
and a heavy load of birdshot penetrated 
his abdomen. He was taken to the Grady 
hospital, where it was reported last night 
that he was in a serious condition. Dr. 
Brewster, superintendent of the hospital, 
stated that the extent of the wound could 
mot be ascertained last night. 

The negro was ehot in the yard to the 
Alexander home as he was trying to 
make his escape with hn stolen overcoat. 
He had entered the house twice in quick 
succession, 
before he was shot. The shooting, oc- 
curring as it dfd@ at an hour when large 
numbers of people were on the streets, 
created great excitement in the vicinity 
and a crowd of people soon celiected 
about the scene. 

Police Call Officer James Doyle, who 
went to the scene in response to a tele 
phone message, took young Alexander to 
the police station and Chief of Police 
John W. Ball ordered the young man de- 
Yained until the shooting could be thor- 
oughly investigated. Alexander was not 
locked up, but remained last night in the 
detective’s office on the third floor of the 


lice station, in custody of Detective 
at Campbell. 


Burglar Discovered in House. 


Young Alexander and his sister were 
alone at their home last night, both Mr. 
and Mrs. Alexander being absent, and 
they were first attracted by the burglar 
On the ground floor of tHe house. Some 
one wus heard to open a bureau drawer 
in another room and Miss Alexander re- 
marked to her brother that some one 
was in that room. Alexander replied that 
probably his father had come home, and 
at this remark the party in the room 
quickly slammed the door and ran out 
of the house through the front door. 

Alexander and his sister hurried to the 
door and looking out discovered a negro 
running from the place. Alexander then 
went upstairs and procured his shotgun, 
loaded it and came back downstairs. The 
negro instead of being frightened from 
the scene entirely, however, boldly ran 
around the corner.and opening a side 
gate on James street, reentered the yard. 

About this time young  Alexander’s 
father, T. D. Alexander, who is agent 
for the Standard Sewing Machine Com- 
pany, arrived at his home and discovered 
the negro climbing through a cellar win- 
dow. Several bed rooms are located in 
the pasement and the negro threw three 
overcoats out of the window onto the 
ground. 

By this time Mr. Alexander had reached 
the window with a brick in his hand and 
as the burglar started to climb out he 
told him to halt or he would nit him with 
the brick. The negro Instantly darted 
back into the basement and rushing into 
the dining room, raised a window and 
leaped out Into the yareé. Young Alex- 
ander was standing in the yard and as 
the negro ran toward him, with a stolen 
overcoat in his possession, the young man 
leveled the gun at him and commanded 
him to stop. The fugitive paid no atien- 
tion to the command, but continued to 
advance and as he did so Alexander fired. 

Shern ttined and ran a short distance, 
but was unable to get out of the yard 
and finally came back to the point where 
he was shot and gave himself up.

WORKERS MEET 
IN CONFERENCE 


Sunday School Workers Con- 
ference Began Last 


\Night. 


The Atlanta Annual Workers’ confer- 
ence of the Sunday schools of the Metn- 
odist Episcopel church, south, began 
last night’ et 7:30 o'clock at Wesley 
Memorial church. A large abdience was 
present e 

A number of songs were sung during 
the service by the choir:. The scriptural 
lesson wag read by Dr. Bradley. ~ 
Dr. Hamill, of Nashville, Tenn., super- 
intendent of training work, was the first 
speaker. He began his speech by de- 
seribing graphically the political cam- 
paign preceding an important election. 
He told of the canvasserg gOing around 
the city finding out the sentiments of 
each citizén, the public speeches deliver- 
ed, the pérsuasion used to keep backward 
party members in line, and the political 
pamphlets freely distributed. 

He showed that a Sunday school cam- 
paign should be conducted on very near- 
ly the same lines, and that as much en- 
ergy and interest should be exerted in 
its welfare. 

“In Sunday school,” said Dr. Hamill, 
“one Of theemost important things is a 
leader who is thoroughly prepared to 
conduct an aggressive campaign and is 
willing to devote his time to it. Next 
@ Machine, an organization, is needed. 

“In all the large cities progressive Sun- 
day school’movements have been started. 
In St. Louls the work is progressing 
splendidly. The best and the richest 
men in the city have charge of many of 
the Sunday schools, and devote their 
time to it. In Louisville the Sunday 
school authorities are preparing to ex- 
tend their work. In Memphis the work- 
ers are meeting with great success. One 
of the most important features of the 
Memphis work is the teathefs meeting. 
In my opinion a teacher’s meeting is the 
dynamo of the Sunday school work. 

“In thig work we must do four things; 
first, the work must be educative; sec- 
ondly, all the workers must exert their 
efforts to bring all the children to the 
classes; third, they must run the plow 
deeper and Must get better teachers; and: 
fourth, they must evangelize their work.” 

Mrs. Hamill said “I do not feel like a 
stranger among you, as I have been in 
this city before tonight. 

‘T am especially glad to be able to talk 
to e primary teachers, for they are 
generally optimistic. They catch this 
spirit from their children, for asa fener- 
al thing the lHttle child sees only the 
bright side of life, and is of an optimis- 


tic temper. 
“First, a word of congratulation. l 


believe that next to the work of the 
minister the most important in this life 
is the work of the primary teachers, It 
is said that about 3,000,000 children pass 
through the primary grades of the Sun- 
day school each year. Psychologists 
state that the character of children is 
largely determined in the first seven 
years of their lives. So, we see that the 
primary teacher is a character former. 
“A word to cheer. The primary teach- 
ers are making greater progress in their 
work than any other grades. This is

annual output of 3,000 bushels of flour, 
mostly raised in the county.

streams to successful navigation. It is 
sai@ a company is now being organized 
to float a superior equipment of mer- 
chant steamboats on these rivers as the 
work of developing them progresses. The 
captain of the Oconee, which made an 
initial trip a few weeks ago to determine 
the exact navigableness of the Ocmul- 
gee as high as Macon; said the depth of 
the river to Hawkinsville made the pas- 
Sage of 4-foot crafts easily possible, and 
the only wonder was that more boats 
were not put in eervice. He pointed out 
the advantages better steamboat facili- 
ties would bring to Hawkinsville and 
said that an appreciation of these advan- 
tages by the business men would 80 a 
long way in helping the representative 
of the third congressional] district in get- 
ting the increased appropriation so nec- 
essary for complete development of the 
stream.

Brokers Complata Business Not Saf. 
ficient Te Pay Office Expenses. 


IN PROFESSIONAL HANDS 


Tuesday's Sellers, on the Advance, 
Saw a Profit in Offering Prices 
Down and Were Successful 
in Maintaining the 
Declines. 


New York, Fekruary !7.—The frequent- 
ers of the stock exchange changed their 
position in the market today and sold 
stocks in contrast to the buying of yeé- 
terday. Or rather the party which bought 
yesterday had not courage to continue 
their operations, while their opponents 
Who had sold at the advance yesterday 
Saw a profit in offering down prices and 
proceeded accordingly. They had\ rather 
more success in maintaining the declines 
to the end of the day than/did the bulls 
yesterday in h@ding the advances. The 
extreme / dullness of the market and th: 
poignant complaints of all commission 
houses of laek .of sufficient business to 
pay office expenses warrant the assump- 
tion that operations are exclusively in 
professional hands. While various news 
items of the day are offered to explain 
the varying movements of prices it is 
clear that the movements represent the 
ideas of professional traders as to the 
changes in values resulting from occur- 
rences rather than actual transactions 
in liquidation or investment. In today's 
market the influences which attracted 
most attention and discussion was the 
rate war on export grain rates, especially 
that phase of it that concerns the lake 
traffic from Buffalo. As the dispute ts 
wholly in regard to the making of con- 
tracts on business, yet to come the 
acrimony displayed is the more remark- 
able. Fears of a coming depression in 
railroad traffic and in general business 
are thus inspired. The firmness with 
which the opposing contentions are main- 
tained on the comparatively unimportant 
matter of the differential on export grain 
rates from Buffalo to Philadelphia and 
Baltimore as against New York cause 
heed to be paid to the threats that re- 
taliation and reprisal may carry the war 
to freight of other classifications and to 
other destinations. So much has been 
done of late vears to neutralize the con- 
trol of the old rate disturbers in trunk 
line tefritory that the involvemeRt of 
the two principal lines gives a decided 
chill to speculative sentiment. Some ef- 
fect on stocks was also produced by the 
whispers sent around that the heavy 
drop In cotton and consequent speculative 
losses were going to result in financial 
troubles. These rumors were without 
verification. The difficulties of the insur- 
ance companies involved in the Baltimore 
fire awakened attention to the possible 
aftermath of that calamity. Germany 
eontributed a story that the Russian gov- 
ernment was taking a stiff attitude to- 
ward the British government regarding 
the expedition’ into Thibet,. and foreign 
stock markets seemed to be moved wy 
news of an Albanian revolt. Whatever 
share these various incidents may have 
had in the day’s decline it was obvious 
that many @pPerators were prompted main- 
ly by the consideration that yesterday’s 
attempt to lift prices had proved abortive 
so that a movemént downwards was 
most available.
